WASHINGTON I Eric Holder, formerly sec- 
ond in charge at the Justice Department, is 
President-elect Barack Obama’s top choice to 
become attorney general, an Obama official 
and others close to the matter said Tuesday. 

Holder’s selection would mark Obama’s 
first step toward filling his Cabinet, and he 
would become the nation’s first black attor- 
ney general if confirmed by the Senate. 

Obama would be putting a career pros- 
ecutor at the helm of a department beset by 


low morale and internal investigations. He 
has called on the Justice Department to be 
immune to political influence from Congress 
and the White House. 

“Internally, there is a morale problem the 
likes of which I have never seen before,” Holder 
said in an interview late last year. “Externally, 
there is a crisis of confidence that the nation 
has with regard to the department.” 

A member of Obama’s foreign policy work- 
ing group. Holder also would be called on to 


help close the Guantanamo 
Bay military prison, as 
Obama has promised to 
do, and prosecute terror- 
ism suspects.

WASHINGTON I The top U.S. mili- 
tary officer said Tuesday the Pen- 
tagon is developing plans to get 
troops quickly out of Iraq and into 
Afghanistan to battle a more confi- 
dent and success- 
ful Taliban. 

Adm. Mike 
Mullen, chair- 
man of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, 
said the military 
can make the 
changes Presi- 
dent-elect Barack Obama wants 
in both wars. 

“I’ve been listening to the cam- 
paign, and I understand,” Mullen 
said.

Auto industry CEOs 
seek lifeline to weather 
the financial meltdown 

WASHINGTON | Detroit’s Big Three 
automakers pleaded with a reluctant 
Congress Tuesday for a $25 billion 
lifeline to save the once-proud titans 
of the U.S. industry, pointedly warn- 
ing of a national economic catastro- 
phe should they collapse. 

Millions of layoffs would follow 
their demise, they said, as damaging 
effects rippled across an already- 
faltering economy. 

But the new rescue plan appeared 
stalled on Capitol Hill, opposed by 
the Bush administration and Repub- 
licans in Congress who don’t want to 
dip into the Treasury Department’s 
$700 billion financial bailout pro- 
gram to come up with the loans. 

“Our industry ... needs abridge 
to span the financial chasm that 
has opened up before us,” General 
Motors Corp. CEO Rick Wagoner 
told the Senate Banking Committee. 
He blamed the industry’s predica- 


ment not on management failures 
but on the global financial crisis. 

And Robert Nardelli, CEO of 
Chrysler LLC, told the panel the 
bailout would be “the least costly 
alternative” when compared with 
damage from bankruptcy. 


Sympathy for the industry was 
sparse, with bailout fatigue domi- 
nating Capitol Hill. Lawmakers 
bristled with pent-up criticism of 
the auto industry and questioned 
whether a stopgap loan would really 
cure what ails the companies. 


Banking Committee Chairman 
Christopher Dodd, D-Conn., told 
the leaders of GM, Chrysler and 
Ford Motor Co. that the industry

was “seeking treatments for wounds 
that I believe to a large extent were 
self-inflicted.” 

GM’s Wagoner said that despite 
some public perceptions that his 
company was not keeping pace with 
the times, “we’ve moved aggressively 
in recent years to position GM for 
long-term success. And we were well 
on the road to turning our North 
American business around.” 

Failure of the auto industry 
“would be catastrophic,” he said.

Safe-Haven Law May Get Age Limit 


LINCOLN, NEB. I Nebraska lawmakers 
gave preliminary approval Tuesday 
to a new 30-day age limit for chil- 
dren who can be legally abandoned 
under the state’s safe-haven law. 

The restriction is designed to 
stop parents and guardians from 
using the law to drop off older chil- 
dren at Nebraska hospitals. 


The state’s safe-haven law is the 
only one in the country without an 
age limit and has led to the drop- 
off of 34 children — none of them 
infants — since July. Supporters say 
the age limit would reflect the origi- 
nal intent of the law — to prevent 
newborns from being abandoned 
in trash bins or worse, (ap)

Democrats let senator 
retain chairmanship

WASHINGTON I Senate Democrats 
decided not to take revenge on 
Sen. Joe Lieberman despite lin- 
gering anger over the Connecticut 
independent’s forceful support of 
Republican Sen. John McCain over 
Democratic Sen. Barack Obama in 
the presidential campaign. 

In opting to let bygones be 
bygones, Democrats decided to let 
Lieberman remain chairman of the 
Homeland Security and Government 
Affairs Committee even though some 
wanted to punish him for criticizing 
Obama in a speech at the Republican 
National Convention and elsewhere 
as he campaigned for McCain. 

Lieberman’s colleagues in the 


Democratic caucus voted 42-13 
Tuesday to approve a resolution 
condemning statements Lieber- 
man made during the campaign 


but letting him keep the Homeland 
Security Committee gavel. 

President-elect Barack Obama 
had weighed in on Lieberman’s 


behalf to urge Democrats to make 
sure he remains in the Democratic 
caucus in the Senate. It was feared 
that Lieberman might bolt the cau- 
cus if he were booted as Homeland 
Security chairman. 

“The Senate Democratic caucus 
has decided that if President-elect 
Barack Obama can forgive, so can 
we,” said Sen. Tom Carper, D-Del., 
who helped fashion a compromise 
resolution that rebuked Lieberman 
for his statements but let him keep 
his chairmanship. 

Lieberman expressed regret 
about some of the things he said, but 
not about supporting McCain. 

“There are some [statements] 
that I made that I wish I had not,” 
Lieberman said. “In the heat of cam- 
paigns, that happens to all of us, but 
I regret that. And now it’s time to 
move on.”

NYPD Opens Counterterror Center 


Officers will monitor 
Lower Manhattan 24/7 
for any signs of trouble 

NEW YORK I The setting could pass 
for a high-tech trading floor: men 
in dark suits, sitting at tiered banks 
of desks, studying a steady stream 
of video and data on floor-to-ceil- 
ing monitors. 

But the front doors to the 
28th-floor office near Wall Street 
are unmarked, and the men aren’t 
fixated on stock market fluctuations. 
The stakes in their line of business, 
they say, are much higher. 

The tenants — counterterrorism 
officers with the New York Police 
Department — have transformed 
the space into the new nerve cen- 
ter for an ambitious plan to protect 
Lower Manhattan from terrorist

threats. The center quietly began 
operating earlier this month in the 
first phase of a $100 million project 
sparked by the Sept. 11 attacks. 

The project will rely largely on 
3,000 closed-circuit security camer- 
as covering roughly 1.7 square miles 
in and around the financial district. 
So far, about 150 cameras are in 
place, with 250 more are coming 
online by the end of the year. 

The program was modeled in 
part after the “ring of steel” surveil- 
lance measures in London’s finan- 


cial district. But police officials 
here said it will exceed that effort 
in scope and sophistication. 

“I believe we’ll have the safest 
business district in the world,” Police 
Commissioner Raymond Kelly said 
during a recent visit to the com- 
mand center. An Associated Press 
reporter was allowed into the nerve 
center on the condition he not dis- 
close its exact location. 

The 33 officers assigned to the 
center monitor the live feeds around 
the clock. As the volume of imag- 
es increases, the NYPD hopes to 
incorporate “smart surveillance” 
software programmed to automati- 
cally detect possible signs of trouble 
and sound an alarm. 

The center eventually will also 
receive data from devices designed 
to detect any radiological and bio- 
logical threats posed by cars and 
trucks crossing through the neigh- 
borhood on Canal Street or enter- 
ing the 16 bridges and four tunnels

Iraqi PM Defends Pact With U.S. 


In televised address, 
al-Maliki says deal is a 
step toward sovereignty 

BAGHDAD I Iraq’s prime minister 
delivered a nationally televised 
address Tuesday to rally domestic 
support for a U.S.-Iraqi security pact, 
calling it a step toward full sover- 
eignty and assuring neighbors it will 
prevent cross-border attacks. 

Hours earlier, Iraq said it will 
hold provincial elections on Jan. 31 
for the first time since 2005, when 
the country was in chaos. The vote 
will be another move for national 
reconciliation because the Sunni 
Arab minority that boycotted the 
polls last time is participating.

“I say to you with complete hon- 
esty that we have reservations about 
the agreement. But we at the same 
time see it as a solid prelude to the 
restoration of Iraq’s full sovereignty 
in three years’ time,” Prime Min- 
ister Nouri al-Maliki said in the 
10 -minute speech, sitting at a desk 
in his wood-paneled office with an 
Iraqi flag behind him. 

The agreement requires Amer- 
ican troops to leave Iraqi cities by 
June 30, 2009, and all of the country 
by Jan. 1, 2012.

Pirates Tighten Grip on 


Norwegian company 
diverts its vessels as 
Iranian ship is seized 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA I Amajor Nor- 
wegian shipping group on Tuesday 
ordered its more -than 90 tankers 
to sail around Africa rather than 
use the Gulf of Aden after Somali 
pirates seized a Saudi supertanker 
carrying $100 million in crude. 

The U.S. and other naval forces 
decided against intervening in the 
seizure of the supertanker. The 


pirates captured an Iranian cargo 
ship on Tuesday, the seventh vessel 
seized in 12 days. 

Odfjell SE said it decided to 
divert its ships after pirates seized 
the Saudi Arabian supertanker MV 
Sirius Star Saturday hundreds of 
miles off the coast of Kenya, the 
most brazen attack yet by Soma- 
lian pirates. 

“We will no longer expose our 
crew to the risk of being hijacked 
and held for ransom by pirates in the 
Gulf of Aden,” said Terje Storeng,

The announcement of the new 
product safety initiative comes a 
day before the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration 
opens the first of 
its three offices in 
China and its first 
outside the United 
States. 

Worries about 
the quality of Chi- 
nese exports to the 
United States have become a major 
feature of bilateral trade ties, with 
substandard Chinese food and tox- 
in-laced toothpaste among product 
safety scares this past year. 


The first FDA office will be 
opened Wednesday in Beijing, fol- 
lowed by one in Guangzhou and 
another in Shanghai. They will 
be followed by offices in India 
and Latin America by the end of 
the year. 

The staffers will inspect local 
facilities, provide guidance on 
U.S. quality standards and eventu- 
ally train local experts to conduct 


inspections on behalf of the FDA. 

“We are embarking on a sys-

Yahoo’s Next CEO 
Will Face Dilemma 


Company must decide 
whether independence 
is a risk worth taking 


SAN FRANCISCO I With Jerry Yang 
quitting as Yahoo Inc.’s chief execu- 
tive, the Internet company’s board 
will confront pivotal questions as 
it looks for a new leader. 

Should Yahoo swallow its pride 
and try to strike a buyout deal with 
Microsoft Corp. at a price far below 
Microsoft’s $47.5 billion offer from 
GYi months ago? Or should Yahoo 
still pursue a long-awaited turn- 
around that’s becoming more dif- 
ficult to achieve as the economy 
tanks? 

If Yahoo plays it safe and hires 
someone from within or someone 
friendly with Microsoft, it could 
signal the board merely wants an 
interim captain who can steer the 
ship until Microsoft, or another 
buyer, comes to the rescue. 

But should Yahoo recruit a CEO 
with a prestigious resume or pluck 
an up-and-coming technology star, 
it will be seen as a sign that the com- 
pany is digging in to remain inde- 


pendent for the long haul. 

“It’s time for Yahoo to decide if 
they are going to keep entertaining 
offers or really start to focus on a 
business strategy,” said Mike Leo, 
a veteran online ad executive who 
now runs Operative Inc.

Yahoo has given few clues about 
the type of leader it is seeking, say- 
ing only that it wants a CEO “who 
can take the company to the next 
level.”

Still, he said the National Mall 
could handle such a crowd on the 
2-mile span between the Capitol 
and the Lincoln Memorial, as well 
as the parade route on Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue.

‘Dead Cities’ Reborn 


Groups work to restore 
historie aboveground 
graves in New Orleans 

ATTRACTIONS I On a recent morn- 
ing, Jeffrey Scott stood before Marie 
Laveau’s tomb in St. Louis Cemetery 
No. 1, shaking a cigarette out of a 
pack to leave as an offering for the 
famous voodoo queen.

Death has a distinctive presence 
in New Orleans — people play music 
and dance at funerals, and tombs 
ranging from plain to ornate, from 
new to old, are the final resting 
places for many residents. 

Now, after years of neglect, van- 
dalism and theft, there are signs 
of life in New Orleans’ “Cities of 
the Dead.” 


Love of unique cemeteries and 
concern for their decay has led to 
groups like Friends of New Orleans 
Cemeteries to spearhead fundrais- 
ing and cleanup efforts that have 
sparked restoration in many of the 
cemeteries. 

The New Orleans tradition of 
aboveground burial, necessitated by 
the city’s low elevation that caused 
graves to flood, has resulted in sever- 
al kinds of tombs — the family tomb, 
the wall tomb (or “oven” because of 
their resemblance to ovens once 
used here), and the society tombs, 
where people could band together 
to secure a burial spot. 

“Our cemeteries are unique,” 
said Robert Florence, founder of 
Friends of New Orleans Cemeteries 
and the operator of Historic New 
Orleans Tours, which leads groups 
through the cemeteries. 

“Their history is remarkable, 
the architecture is remarkable, 
their beauty is remarkable,” he said.

Knuckleball 
Throws Girl 
In Spotlight 

An unusual pitch, 
unique player are a 
smash hit in Japan 

BASEBALL I The knuckleball — the 
fluttering, hard-to-hit pitch that’s 
rare in the major leagues — is pro- 
pelling a l6-year-old girl to the pros 
in Japan. 

Eri Yoshida was inspired to learn 
how to throw the knuckler after 
seeing a video of Boston Red Sox 
pitcher Tim Wakefield. On Mon- 
day, she broke the gender barrier by 
being drafted for an independent 
league team, the Kobe 9 Cruise, as 
Japan’s first female professional 
baseball player. 

The 5-foot-tall, 114-pound 
Yoshida has smashed the glass 
ceiling with her unorthodox, side- 
arm pitch in baseball-crazy Japan, 
where women normally are relegat- 
ed to amateur, company-sponsored 
teams or to the sport of softball. “I’m 
really happy I stuck with baseball,” 
Yoshida said in a news conference. 
“I want to pitch against men.” 

According to media reports, 
Yoshida was inspired to throw 
knuckleballs when her father, 
Isamu, showed her a video of Wake- 
field pitching. She thought that she 
could do it, too. “She must be doing 
something right,” said Dave DeFri- 
etas, a scout in Japan for the Cleve- 
land Indians. “She got signed. I hope 
it’s because of the way she plays, and 
I wish her success.” 

Her manager agrees. “Her side- 
arm knuckleballs dip and sway, and 
could be an effective weapon for us,” 
saidYoshihiroNakata. (ap)

NFL I The Seattle Seahawks knew 
this season was going to be unique.

NFL I Tie? What tie? Thanks to 
Donovan McNabb, players around 
the league now must know there 
doesn’t have to be a winner or loser 
in every regular-season game. Yes, 
there are ties in the NFL. They just 
don’t happen too often. 

A day after the Philadelphia 
Eagles and Cincinnati Bengals 
played a 13-13 tie — the league’s first 
since 2002 — the focus wasn’t on 
how poorly the teams performed on 
the field. Instead, everyone wanted 
to know how it’s possible some pro- 
fessional football players, especially 
a 10 -year veteran such as McNabb, 
don’t know simple rules about over- 
time games.

Boston’s Pedroia Is Second to None 


Sox little man is 1st 
second baseman to win 
AL MVP since 1959 

B AS E B A L L I Boston little man Dustin 
Pedroia won the AL MVP award 
Tuesday, becoming the first sec- 
ond baseman to earn the honor in 
nearly a half-century. 

Pedroia easily beat out Min- 
nesota slugger Justin Morneau 
and added to his ever- expanding 
trophy case. Generously listed at 
5-foot-9, the Red Sox star was the 
top AL rookie last year while win- 
ning a World Series ring. 


“I’m not the biggest guy in the 
world. I don’t have that many tools,” 
Pedroia said on a conference call 
from his home in Arizona. “If you 
saw me walking down the street, 
you wouldn’t think I’m a baseball 
player.” 

Nellie Fox was the previous sec- 
ond baseman to become AL MVP, 
in 1959 with the White Sox. No 
position has produced fewer MVPs 
overall — just 10 overall since the 
AL and NL awards were first pre- 
sented in 1931 . 

Pedroia drew 16 of the 28 first- 
place votes cast by members of 
the Baseball Writers’ Association

An Ode to Capitalism 


2009 BMW 750Li is 
surprisingly agile for 
its gargantuan size 

SHIFTY I My driving partner and I 
were in the vicinity of Chemnitz, 
a somewhat dire little city in the 
former East Germany known for 
its alcoholism and an enormous 
monument to Karl Marx. Natu- 
rally, we had to see it. 

The former East Germans, 
standing in chilly drizzle, were 
delighted to help the capitalist 
running dogs in their gigantic lim- 
ousine, a 2009 BMW 750Li. They 
pointed us down one of the main 
streets — Lumpenprolitariatstrasse, 
maybe? — and there it was: a huge, 
glowering stone bust of the German 
political philosopher, about the size 
of a FEMA trailer. Now there’s a 
redistributionist. 

We were obliged to park the 
mega-Bimmer in a multilevel 
municipal parking deck, which was 
designed for cars about the size of 
the 750Li’s ashtray. No matter. The 
car was equipped with BMW’s new 
Integral Active Steering — four- 
wheel steering, in other words. With 
a maximum rear-wheel deflection 
of three degrees, the system reduces 
the car’s turning circle almost 21/2 
feet. With a full crank on the wheel, 
this huge car seems to shrink to the 
size of a pensioner’s Lada. 

It’s the same feeling you get

watching a bear ride a bicycle, or 
Jackie Gleason glide around a pool 
table, or Warren Sapp sashay across 
the floor on “Dancing With the 
Stars”: It just ain’t natural. 

But, of course, nature is what 
big BMWs must rise above (spe- 
cifically, the physics of mass, iner- 
tia and momentum). How do you 
make a personal limousine loaded 
with wood, leather, LCDs and cir- 
cuitry handle like the ultimate driv- 
ing machine? 

The new 7 Series, which will 
have its North American debut at 
the Los Angeles Auto Show this 
month, has answers for that. Some 


are predictable and foundational. 
The metalwork of the body and 
chassis is astonishing. 

The list of luxuries and trickeries 
will addle the brains of BMW sales- 
people. Simply, the car has one of 
everything. But what will sell this 
car is not the giant trunk, the great 
stereo or the deafening quiet at 150 
mph. It’s the handling. The assur- 
ance, the predictability, the sheer 
crazy agility of this thing clearly 
establishes the BMW as the best- 
handling big sedan in the world. 

Maybe it’s not Marx, but 
it’s definitely a manifesto.

BITE I Blame Buffy. The vampire 
slaying minx — portrayed by Kristy 
Swanson in the 1992 film — may 
have been driving stakes into the 
hearts of her enemies, but she also 
planted splintery seedlings of a 
mainstream mania to come. 

Films like “Nosferatu” (1922) 
and “Martin” (1977) enhanced the 
bloodthirstys’ underground appeal. 
But when Luke Perry wrinkled that 
famous brow alongside his “Buffy” 
co-star, a pop culture precedent 
was set. That trend was evidenced 
two years later, when Brad Pitt and 
Tom Cruise delivered bloody good 
performances in “Interview With 
the Vampire.” In 1997, a cultish 
obsession was born with the WB’s 
“Buffy.” And then there was 1998’s 
“Blade,” in which a half-man, half- 
vamp Wesley Snipes took out his 
bad brethren. 

It was this theme of vampy 
badassery that continued with 
“Underworld,” a 2003 flick fea- 
turing Selene (Kate Beckinsale), 
a black-bodysuit-wearin’ babe out 
to protect the werewolf she loves. 
Beckinsale’s vampire revisited this 
task in a 2006 sequel (“Underworld: 
Evolution”) that grossed $62.3 mil-

lion. Of course, Beckinsale was a 
practiced “fang favorite,” having 
helped Hugh Jackman vanquish 
Dracula in 2004’s “Van Helsing.”

Without 
An Edge 

Mudvayne’s latest 
album is grinding 
noise sans ambition 

M U S I C I The plot of Mudvayne’s new 
album, “The New Game,” of growly 
aggro metal reads like a truck-stop 
Raymond Chandler novel. Someone 
killed your best friend, and because 
the small-town police officers are 
useless, it’s up to you to find out who 
did it. The shifty-eyed weed dealer 
with the simmering vendetta? The 
tweaking Vietnam vet overly fond 
of high school chicks? 

One thing Philip Marlowe would 
not do after a hard day of busting 
heads and breaking hearts is lis- 
ten to Mudvayne. Although “The 
New Game” tries to instill a bit of 
dread with a goofily sordid narra- 


tive, it trawls some pimply musical 
terrain to get there. The album’s 
gooey, mid-tempo grind at best 
evokes System of a Down stripped 
of ambition and eccentricity, and 
might elicit sympathy with what- 
ever culprit is running around that 
no-stoplight town. 

Mudvayne’s oeuvre has long 
tried to reconcile vocalist Chad 
Gray’s radio-ready inclinations 
with more menacing instrumen- 


tal fare. The band should pick one 
card and play it, as almost tune- 
ful single-bait like “Have It Your 
Way” and “Scarlet Letters” under- 
mines the gnashing of “Dull Boy,” 
which sounds like having a luke- 
warm bottle of Bud Lime broken 
over your skull.

Roll With More Rock 


Nickelback opts for a 
rich guitar vibe on the 
album ‘Dark Horse’ 

M U S I C I Nickelback is a lot of things, 
but dark horse is no longer one of 
them. The Canadian rock quartet 
said goodbye to that status when 
200l’s “Silver Side Up” album took 
the band into multi-platinum ter- 
ritory. The group’s follow-up, “Dark 
Horse,” to its 7 million selling “All 
the Right Reasons” from three 
years ago is every bit as catchy, 
with more shredding guitar licks 


planted strategically within hooky 
rock songs full of bad boys with 
hearts of gold. 

The addition of superstar pro- 
ducer Robert John “Mutt” Lange 
to the mix ensures that everything 
here is as radio-friendly and main- 
stream-minded as heavy guitar 
rock gets. If David Cook were an 
“American Idol” contestant instead 
of this year’s winner, odds are he 
would ditch the Switchfoot covers 
for more Nickelback. 

But not “Something in Your 
Mouth” or “Shakin’ Hands,” show- 
pieces for more of the band’s signa- 


ture lasciviousness. “Something” 
objectifies a hottie in a pink thong 
— “the honey with a million-dollar 
body” — while “Shakin’ Hands” cel- 
ebrates a starlet who “didn’t make 
it this far by just shakin’ hands.” 
Illuminating it is not. But love 
those gnarly guitar riffs. 

It’s not that lead singer-shriek- 
er Chad Kroeger and his buds 
aren’t sensitive, too. “Gotta Be 
Somebody” cracks open a win- 
dow on loneliness as he pines for 
someone to care for his neglected 
heart. “There’s gotta be somebody 
for me like that.” As long, presum- 


ably, as she also looks good in a 
pink thong. 

Lange still has the magic touch 
in the recording studio, know- 
ing exactly when a band like 
this should crank it to 11, when 
to drop back or out entirely for 
some welcome sonic space miss- 
ing from too many hard-edged 
bands’ records. 

“If Today Was Your Last Day” 
brings the requisite party dude’s 
skin-deep philosophizing, but 
“This Afternoon” closes the album 
on a refreshingly loose and boun- 
cy slice of pop-rock revelry where 
there’s not a hottie or hooker in 
sight. 

Nickelback ought to spend 
more time in this part of the day.

That Keep 
On Gk)ing 

‘Wheel of Fortune’ 
and ‘Jeopardy’ live 
on modestly on TV 

DAILY DOUBLE | You take trivia 
answers that call for rapid-fire 
questions. You take a jumbo rou- 
lette wheel and the letters of the 
alphabet. What you have are “Jeop- 
ardy!” and “Wheel of Fortune,” TV’s 
reigning syndicated shows for a 
quarter- century. 

But that’s only for starters. 
“Wheel” has rallied 4.6 million of 
its daily 10.4 million viewers for the 
online Wheel Watchers Club, which 
gives members a crack at winning 
a prize from each day’s telecast. 
There are versions of both “Wheef’ 
and “Jeopardy!” for personal com- 
puters, with “Jeopardy!” available 
on the PlayStation online network. 
And you can play variations of both 
shows on your cell phone. 

What’s next? Come January, any 
cell phone owner can compete in 
real time against the daily trio of 
on-air “Jeopardy!” contestants (as 
well as against others from the audi- 
ence of 9.5 million) while viewing 


the broadcast. 

“‘Wheel’ and Jeopardy!’ have 
now transcended what we tradition- 
ally call programming,” says Harry 
Friedman, executive producer of 
both shows. “They are now a part 
of people’s lifestyle.” 

They have certainly settled into 
the ethos. Is there anyone who’s 
never seen Pat Sajak selling vowels 
while his “Wheel” co-host, Vanna 
White, lights up the puzzle board? 
Or heard the scholarly purr of Alex 
Trebek reciting each “Jeopardy!” 
answer as if the facts were already 
second nature to him? Could there 
be anyone who doesn’t know that 
twinkly, sort of crazy-making tune 
for Final Jeopardy? 

One key to their success: Neither 
show has a habit of calling attention 
to itself, with the notable exception 
of software engineer Ken Jennings’ 
74 -game winning streak on “Jeop- 
ardy!” in 2004, which not only made 
headlines and thrilled the public, 
but also threatened the steady-as- 
she-goes reliability that makes both 
shows so comfortable to watch. 

Not that there haven’t been 
changes. Upgrading to high-defi- 
nition television. Going on the road 
with more frequency and extrava- 
gance. Specially themed tourna- 
ments. Modifying the rules to ener- 
gize the shows. 

But Friedman speaks as the 
keeper of a sacred trust when he 
cites “our philosophy of not mess- 
ing with the fundamental formats.”

Some schools even use the stu- 
dent-grown food to supplement 
lunches. Other programs promote the 
use of crops grown by local farmers to 
get healthier food into schools. 

But “kids actually eat more fruits 
and vegetables when they’ve grown 
them themselves,” said Abby Jara- 
millo, director of the school-gar- 
dening program Urban Sprouts in 
San Francisco. 

The National Gardening Asso- 
ciation’s online registry lists 1,500 


school gardens, up from 1,100 a 
year ago, although spokeswoman 
Barbara Richardson said there are 
thousands more. 

In California alone, 2,500 
schools have gardens, according 
to a 2002 survey. Last year, 3,900 
schools applied for state grants 
after the General Assembly made 
$10.8 million available for school 
gardens, said John Fisher of the 
California Department of Education 
school garden resource center. 

New York City schoolchildren 
grew vegetables and herbs that were 
harvested in October and used in 
cafeterias. 

And this fall, 50 Idaho schools 
applied for federal grants to plant 
gardens next year, said Heidi Mar-

tin, child nutrition coordinator for 
the Idaho Department of Education. 
Recipients must include students in 
the garden upkeep, and their pro- 
gram must have a nutrition educa- 
tion component. 

The University of Florida in 
Gainesville hosts a statewide school 
garden competition. Washing- 
ton, D.C., celebrates School Gar- 


den Week. 

School gardens aren’t entirely 
new. The word “kindergarten” — 
children-garden — was coined in 
1840 by a German educator. But in 
the United States, school gardens 
often were linked to 4-H programs 
and agricultural studies. 

Urban school gardens started 
becoming more common about a 


decade ago as a way to introduce 
children to more local and organ- 
ic produce. One early pioneer was 
chef Alice Waters, who began her 
Edible Schoolyard program in 
Berkeley, Calif 

But interest in gardens has 
grown even more since the 2004 
reauthorization of the Child Nutri- 
tion Act, which requires school dis- 
tricts to adopt wellness programs, 
said Antonia Demas, director of the 
nonprofit Food Studies Institute in 
Trumansburg, N.Y. 

Still, there are challenges to 
moving student-grown food to caf- 
eteria trays. 

“Conceptually, it makes all 
the sense in the world,” said Jean 
Saunders, school wellness director 
for the nonprofit Healthy Schools 
Campaign. “Operationally, it’s too 
difficult.” 

Schools must submit menus for 
federal approval weeks in advance, 
barring any last-minute additions 
from school gardens, Saunders 
said. She also said there are health 


department concerns about food 
sources, and schools don’t have 
enough land or resources to feed all 
the students fresh vegetables. 

But she said gardens still are valu- 
able for classroom lessons, including 
teaching children where food comes 
from and how to eat healthily. 

“What we see most common is 
taste testing,” said Martin, from 
the Idaho education department. 
“Kids can have a taste ... of what 
they grew to make that connec- 
tion between what is grown and 
what is eaten.” 

At Chicago’s Alcott school, the 
focus is on organic produce. A pro- 
gram called the Organic School 
Project has filled a kid-size salad bar 
with fresh-cut spinach, cucumbers, 
green peppers and tomatoes. 

A meal may include a slice of 
organic cheese pizza, a scoop of 
couscous, steamed zucchini and 
a banana; lunches are made from 
scratch every day. 

Alcott principal David Domovic 
said he sees a difference in his stu- 
dents, who now eat fresher food 
than before. 

“For the first time I see children 
excited about vegetables because 
they’re growing them,” Domovic 
said. “They’re seeing them. They’re 
eating them.” caryn rousseau (ap)

Keys to Success 

Best-selling author MALCOLM 
GLADWELL was online Tuesday to 
discuss his new book, “Outliers: The 
Story of Success,” his recent appear- 
ance on “The Colbert Report” and his 
luck in life. 

I just saw you 
on “The Colbert 
Report.” Was there 
anything you wanted 
to add that you didn’t 
have time to say on the show? 

It’s terrifying to be on “Colbert.” 
He’s so quick that you feel like 
you’re going to fall flat on your 
face at any moment. And he’s so 
funny that you have to steel your- 
self against just laughing out loud. 
Believe me, I’m not strong enough 


to do any more time on that show 
than I did. 

What is your definition of success? 

For this book, I’m focused entirely 
on occupational success — on how 
one gets to be good at one’s job. 
There are many other, more worthy 
definitions, but this was the one I 
chose to focus on. 

Do you find any correlation between 
people who are successful and 
whether they are risk-takers? 

I would stress not so much on risk- 
taking but an analogous trait — per- 
sistence. To go back to the lawyers 
I profiled, what set them apart was 
not just that they were willing to 
practice a kind of law that no one 
else was practicing, but that they 
kept at it — even when it did not pay 
immediate dividends. I think that 
persistence and stubbornness and 
hard work are probably, at the end 


of the day, more important than the 
willingness to take a risk. 

Does your success as an author 
confirm or refute the findings in 
your book? 

Of course! I’ve been amazingly 
lucky. And I had an opportunity 
to get my 10,000 hours in. In fact, 
I got my 10,000 of training as a 
journalist right here at The Wash- 
ington Post. When I started at the 
Post, I was a terrible reporter and 
a mediocre writer. (Honestly. They 
should never have hired me.) And 
when I left 10 years later, I felt I 
had mastered both. Without the 
supportive, nurturing cocoon of 
the newsroom, I wouldn’t be here 
today.
